Unporls from Union county say 
that the tobacco crop promlsos fair, 
with an acreage contemplated con- 
siderable above that of any in tho 
last ten years. The beds aro doing 
very well, and with good seasons 
from thin time, we will raise a large 
tobacco crop. Some Ileitis of wheat 
are ! '-"king Qati but In Hie main, tho 
crop Is late and not good.

Tobacco Is now being bought, and 
has been for I ho past two weeks iu 
tho West, at f'larksvllle, llopkinsville 
I'aducah and Mayfield, by agents of 
swell known New York house wlm 
arc entirely unaware that their pur- 
chases are intended for tho Italian 
government, and paid for by their 
Consul (ieneral at Now York. 

This purchaso la not for a contract, 
but for account of tho Italian UOVern- 
n. - Hi . who enters the market like any 
other buyer and pays just what they 
are made to pay. As Iho crop docs 
not ail'.. id enough Italian tobacco 
to furnish the supply needed, this 
class of tobacco will advance from 2c. 
to 5c. per pound as soon as the situa- 
tion is thoroughly realized. The Ita- 
lian government socins greatly dis- 
satisfied with the contractors at their

Gifts- of Poison. 



It is time that respcclablo mer- 
chants combined with consumers lor 
the suppression of all gift, prize and 
lottery scheme* in connection with 
the sale of articles of merchandise. 
These scheme* are not only dcinora 
llatag to legitimate bu*lue*H and to the 
morals of the commuuity, but In the 
extent iu which they are being car- 
ried in tho sale of articles of food 
have become a Bouree of great danger 
to the public health. They are, no 
matter. In what form they appear, 
nothing more or less than devices lo 
swindle honest and uuauspectlug 



sonic instances the officers of tho law 
have taken hold of the matter. In 
New York, aud also in Chicago, par- 
ties who In this way offered gilts to 
purchasers of their packages have re- 
cently been arrested upon Indictments 
for lottery swindling. The latest 
candidates, both for public execration 
and criminal prosecution, are the 
manufacturers of the alum baking 
powders, who aro both, by mean* of 
gifts aud lottery tickets, disposing ot 
largo qnautttie* of their corrosively 
poisonous compounds, which are so 
well known to bo detrimental to 
health that no housekeeper will ad- 
mit them to her kitchen knowingly. 
This form of swindle is not only 
being peddled from houso to bouse, 
hoi under tho promise of large profits 
to be realized, tho manufactures aro 
intrenching themselves behind the 
counters of many grocers by gettiug 
them lo oiler the alum goods with 
tho gifts or lottery tickets attached, 
thereby shifting the liability to pro- 
secution, in part, upon othor. and 
perhaps lunocent parties Every 
grocer or dealer, for instance, who 
sella or offer* forsalo any of tho prize 
or lottery baking powdor* is a crim- 
inal In tho eye of the law, and liable, 
upon conviction, to tine aud impris- 
onment, while those who sell the gift 
goods aro, morally, as responsible, 
for they aro oll'ering an inducement, 
or prlzo, to housekeeper* to uso a food 
that contains a corrosive poison. 
This ie a predicament in which it la 
not possible our grocers will caro lo 
placo themselves when they como to 
think seriously of the matter. 

It must be borno in mind that every 
ono of those gift or prize baking pow- 
ders aro alum baking powders 
Thoso powders cost less than four 
cents a pound to produco ; the gilt or 
prize costs but a few ceuls more. 
They are sold at the price of a first- 
class baking powder, so that the 
swindle, In a commercial sense, is en- 
ormous. Hut the'chlef luquity of the 
business consists In sailing, us pres- 
umably wholesome, an articlo of a 
positively injurious character, and by 
mean* of gilt* or bribes inducing ser- 
vants or unsuspecting housekeepers 
lo pui chase and uso It in our daily 
food. 

There should bo some prompt 
method of reaching those dangerous 
practice* and punishing the parlies 
engaged in their promotion. If tho 
present laws arc not ample, we com- 
mend the mailer to the consideration 
ofourStato Hoard of Health for re- 
commendation of such additional leg 
islition as shall be effective for the 
protection of the public. 

The Roll of the Wheel. 

Tho rise of the organizations of la 
bor known aa the Wheel*, has been aa 
rapid as thatof thoKnlght* of Labor, 
to whlcli organization It Is similar In 
rnatiy respects. The Wheels originat- 
ed iu Arkansas, from which State 
thev have spread over the greater part 
of Texas, where thev aro salu to be 
vory numerous. Iu the last two year* 
niany Wheel* have been organized 
east of the Mlssloslppi, eepoclally In 



Mississippi, Tennessee, and Western 
Kentucky. They aro said to number 
1,000,000 in all. Unlike tho Knights, 
they make a point of faking a part In 
all elections of importance in tho re- 
spective Slates, and so numerous havo 
they become, especially in Texas and 
Arkansas, that they easily hold the 
balance of power, and in some cases 
are already claiming to boable loclect 
Slato officers. It seems they are des- 
tined to exert a greater inlltiruco in 
political matters than any similar or- 
ganization in tho history of the couti-

Kvorything whore commodi- 
ties aro ofi'ered for sale with the 
promise of some gift of uncertain val- 
ue, is gambling. All of tbcao schomes 
aro evasions of the gambling laws, 
and are really worse than regular 
games of poker.
